Although he was thrown through 
the wind ow of an automobile when 
it was struck by an eastbound W'estern 
Maryland passenger train, late Mon­ 
day 
afternoon. 
.John 
McLaughlin, 
aged TI, of Philadelphia, suffered only 
two minor lacerations. 
Neither the driver of the car whose 
name is the same as that of the 
injured man. and w'hose home is in 
New York, nor W?i!liam Sheridan, of 
Jersey City, suffered as much as a 
scratch although 
praet rally 
every 
pane of glass in the sedan was shat­ 
tered and they were showered with 
the fine particles. 
The accident, which occurred at the 
Brush Run crossing on the Lincoln 
Highway, marred a pleasure trip of 
the trio to Gettysburg. 
Nephew At Wheel 
The younger McLaughlin, driver of 
the car, a nephew of the elder Mc­ 
Laughlin. said after the accident that 
he did not notice the tracks ahead 
of him on the road as he approached 
Brush Run, nor did he hear the train 
give a warning signal. 
As the train reached the crossing, 
traveling east, the driver of the sedan 
apparently 
became 
confused, 
and 
tint vc bt* c a r off of the highway and 
in the same direction as the train 
was running. The automobile clipped 
off a warning sip»n at the side of the 
road, humped against the engine and 
was crushed between the train and a 
telephone pole beside the tracks. 
The elder Mcl^ughlin, who was 
alone in the rear of the car, was 
thrown through a window when the 
car swung around after being hit. 
He was thrown to the highway, but 
the only injuries he 
suffered 
were 
cuts on the face and hip. Although he 
bled profusely from his injuries, Mc­ 
Laughlin was not seriously hurt, it 
was said by attendants at the War­ 
ner hospital where he was taken in 
the Gettysburg ambulance. 
Charles Myers, local freight agent 
for the railroad, and Charles Wilson, 
<1. teotive, hurried to the scene of the 
accident, and conducted an investiga­ 
tion for the company. 
According to Detective Wilson, Cur­ 
tis Miller, who lives at the Brush 
Run crossmg, and who has warned 
many approaching auto is ta of oncom­ 
ing trains, went out onto the high­ 
way and tried to flag McLaughlin a* 
he heard the train approaching the 
crossing. 
The driver of the car failed to re­ 
duce his speed as he approached the 
crossing and completely disregarded 
Miller’s signal to stop, the detective 
quoted Miller us tell ng him. 
The sedan was demolished.

Verbal and written protests have 
; been received by Postmaster John H. 
Eckert tm the heels of the re-ar­ 
rangement of part of the schedule on 
the local division of the Reading rail­ 
road Monday. 
! 
I he* protests, which have come from 
both 
rural 
and 
urban 
residents, 
served by the local postoffice, are based 
on t he delay in receiving incoming 
mail as a result of moving forward 
the time of the arrival of the 9:20 a. 
rn. train to 10:57 o'clock. 
T he bulk of incoming mail arrives 
or 
the 
Reading’s 
morning 
train. 
Wh n the 
train cam® 
in at 
9:20 
o'clock, the mail was delivered by the 
city carriers on the second morning 
delivery, while 
box holders 
could 
secure th ir mail within a half to 
three-quarters of an hour after the 
train arrived. 
Now the carriers can­ 
not deliver it until afternoon, leaving 
the office at 2:15 o’clock. 
The late arrival of the train now* 
holds up the rural carriers about tw*o, 
hours, and many residents on th.? ten 
routes served from the Gettysburg 
office called into the postoffice Monday 
afternoon to inquire if there was to 
be no rural delivery that day. 
All 
were assured that the mail would bv* 
delivered, but that it would he con­ 
siderably later than usual. 
fief Mail In Afternoon 
Local businessmen have complained 
to Postmaster Eckert and his uftsist- 
ant, George J*. Black, of the delay j 
caused by 
their failure to 
receive 
morning mail until afternoon, thereby 1 
disarranging their day’s schedule and,! 
in some instances, making it inipossi-j 
hie for letters 
to he answered 
the 
same day they are received. 
M. C. Jones, general manager of 
the 
three 
Gettysburg 
furniture 
factories, sent a letter of protest to 
the postmaster, which reaids in part, 
as follows: 
“Inasmuch as a very large portion 
of our mail is from the East, and as 
a rule would come in on that (9:201 
train, it is going to cause us consider­ 
able inconvenience by getting the mail 
two hours later. 
“It means that it is impossible to 
attend to all the mail the same day 
it is received, and ofttimes causes a 
delay in getting important matters 
consummated. 
“ We understood there was some 
consideration being given to having 
the mails 
delivered to 
Gettysburg 
from Harrisburg by truck early in 
the morning, and we certainly hope 
that you will lie able to have this ac­ 
complished, as the present arrange­ 
ment is most unsatisfactory to us.”

A total of $225,000.00 of state 
money was on deposit in ll of 
Adams county’s 15 banking insti­ 
tutions at th** dose of business on 
May 31, 1927, according to infor­ 
mation from the office of the state 
treasurer at Harrisburg. Most of 
this money belonged to the gen­ 
eral fund, although the largest 
amount held by any one hank was 
$50,000, of wh ?h $40,000 belonged 
to the state bond road fund. 


The birthday of Past President I. L. 
Taylor was celebrated by the 
Lions 
j Club Monday evening at its weekly 
dinner meeting at the Hotel Gettys­ 
burg. 
Mr. Taylor spoke 
briefly 
of 
his 
I early life in Adams county and of the 
circumstances of his association with 
the Gettysburg National Bank, the in­ 
stitution of which 
he is now presi­ 
dent, immediately following which he 
gave an interesting discourse on how 
a hank makes its money. 
“A bank makes its money in two 
different fashions,” stated Mr. Taylor. 
“ First it is the matter of making 
money to pay 
operating 
expenses, 
salaries and dividends and adding to 
the surplus and the other is making 
money to place in circulation.” 
Mr. Taylor then explained the proc­ 
esses of loaning money and the col­ 
lection of interest and the paying of 
interest on deposits going into detail 
on the number of 
times that money 
loaned is turned over. 


I 
In connection with “making” money 
to put into circulation the speaker ex­ 
plained the processes of issuing paper 
money to national banks for circu­ 
lation under their own name and sign­ 
ed by their own officers and then told 
of the disposal of money that was torn 
and unfit for further circulation.

Newport News and Norfolk, also to 
Richmond and Petersburg, Virginia. 
From the latter point it goes further

Carolina, touching 
Raleigh, Southern Pines and 
Pine­ 
hurst, and west across North Caro­ 
lina to Charlotteville, Chimney Rock 
and Asheville, w’here it follows the 
Appalachian Scenic 
Highway route 
north through Johnson City, Tenn.,

Postmaster John H. Eckert has

the 
local office. 
Perhaps Congressman 
Mangos, 
who appointed Mr. Eckert to the* 
office, will come to his assistance 
in this emergency, and make his 
influence felt with the postoffice 
department 
at 
Washington 
to 
bring about an improvement in 
the local service. 
At any rate, 
this newspaper 
confidently 
be­ 
lieves that Mr. Eckert, and his 
assistant, Mr. Black, will be able 
to solve the* better mail .service 
problem to the satisfaction of all 
the patrons of the Gettysburg of­ 
fice at an early date. 
Immediate 
and firm action, however, is most 
urgent. 
The train delay adds to 
the arguments in favor of auto­ 
mobile express delivery of mail 
to and from Harrisburg. 
The* 
first regular scheduled bus of the 
Gettysburg-Harrisburg transpor­ 
tation company could deliver the 
mail from Harrisburg to the lo­ 
cal office two hours earlier than 
the time it now arrives.
